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U.  S.  EXPORTS  OF  BEEF  BREEDING  CATTLE, 
CALENDAR  YEAR  I966 

The  1966  U.  S.  exports  of  beef  breeding  cattle  dropped  19  percent  from 
17,210  head  in  1965  to  13,99^  head  in  I966.    This  decline  was  reflected 
in  smaller  purchases  by  Canada,  Nicaragua,  Guatemala,  Ecuador, 
El  Salvsuior,  and  Honduras.    Mexico  was  again  the  leeuiing  export  market 
for  U.  S.  beef  breeding  cattle  in  I966,  taking  7,069  head  compared  to 
6,781  head  In  1965-    This  number  represented  50  percent  of  all  U.  S. 
beef  breeding  cattle  exported,    Canada  ranked  second  and  Venezuela 
third,  taking  16  percent  and  10  percent,  respectively.  Nicaragua 
dropped  from  third  to  fourth  pleuie,  purchasing  only  587  in  I966 
compared  to  1,7^  in  1965-         S.  beef  breeding  cattle  were  shipped 
to  34  countries  in  I966. 

The  Hereford  breed  led  eill  others  numerically  in  I966,  with  k,3T^  head 
shipped  to  12  coxintries.    In  1965,  Herefordfl  had  ranked  second  after 
Brahman  with  4,360  head  exported.    For  I966,  Brahman  exports  dropped 
from  5,86i4-  head  to  k-,0Q9.    A  large  portion  of  this  decline  resulted 
from  smaller  Brahman  purchases  by  Nicaragua;    these  decreased  from 
I; 355  head  in  1965  to  k8k  head  in  I966.    Angus  exports  jumped  from 
fifth  place  in  rank  in  1965  to  third  place  in  1966,  although  numerically 
exports  declined  by  92  head  in  I966.    Fourth  place  again  went  to 
Charolais  with  exports  of  1,291  head.     Santa  Gertrudis  ranked  fifth,  at 
1,257  head. 

Mexico  and  Cajiada,  taking  7^  percent  and  23  percent,  respectively,  were 
the  largest  markets  for  Hereford  cattle  in  I966.    Brahman  cattle  were 
sold  to  23  countries,  with  Venezuela  taking  33  percent  and  Mexico  taking 
27  percent.    Over  one -half  of  the  Angus  and  Charolais  cattle  exports 
went  to  Mexico.    Latin  Americaxi  countries  purchased  over  80  percent  of 
the  Santa  Gertrudis  exports  in  I966. 

Texas,  again,  led  the  states  in  exports  with  6,596  head,  or  U7  percent 
of  the  total  beef  breeding  cattle  exported  during  I966.     Florida  ranked 
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second,  exporting  2,Mt5  or  1?  percent  of  the  total.  Arizona  ranked  third 
with  989  head.    California  jvanped  from  twelfth  in  1965  to  fourth  in 
1966,  with  3^k  head.    A  total  of  39  states  contributed  to  the  export  of 
U.  S.  beef  breeding  cattle  during  1966.
